WHITE PAPER ON THE REPORT OF THE ELECTORAL BOUNDARIES 


DELINEATION COMMITTEE ON THE REVIEW OF THE BOUNDARIES 
OF THE PRESENT FIFTY-ONE PARLIAMENT ELECTORAL DIVISIONS 


The Electoral Boundaries Delineation Committee submitted its Report to the 
Deputy Prime Minister on 25th August, 1967. The Report is attached to this paper 
as an Appendix. The Committee was set up in May this year as an Ad Hoc body 
to review and to recommend such changes or adjustments to the boundaries of the 
present 51 electoral divisions as might be necessary for the purpose of ensuring 
more equal representation throughout all constituencies in the Republic in accord- 
ance with the register of citizens maintained by the Commissioner of Nationai 
Registration. 


2. The boundaries of the present 51 electoral divisions were demarcated in 
1957 and have remained unchanged for the last ten years. Consequent on the entry 
of Singapore into Malaysia, an Ad Hoc Committee known as the Electoral 
Boundaries Delineation Committee was set up on 28th November, 1963 under the 
chairmanship of Mr. S. T. Stewart, then Permanent Secretary to the Prime Minister. 
This Committee submitted an Interim Report on 16th November, 1964 and a 
Final Report on 26th January, 1966. 


3. Unfortunately, the Stewart Committee’s Final Report had been affected 
by the march of events with the consequence that it had become outdated. In the 
first place, the separation of Singapore from Malaysia in August 1965 and its 
emergence as a sovereign and independent country made redundant and unnecessary 
one of the terms of reference of the Committee namely “‘delimit Federal constituen- 
cies in Singapore for the consideration of the Elections Commission”’. 


4. In the second place, the Government’s decision to re-register persons and 
issue new Singapore citizens identity cards had also affected the recommendations 
of the Committee’s Report. The Committee had reviewed the electoral boundaries 
on the basis of the 1964 Electoral Registers taking into account the prognostication 
on shifts of population. With the issue of citizens identity cards completed, more 
accurate and up-to-date data relating to the number of electors in the 51 constituen- 
cies are now available and it is clearly desirable to review the electoral boundaries 
on the basis of such information rather than outdated or estimated figures. 


5. The re-registration of persons was completed in February 1967. Government 
accordingly decided to reconstitute the Electoral Boundaries Delineation Committee 
under the chairmanship of Mr. Wong Keng Sam, Acting Permanent Secretary to 
the Deputy Prime Minister to review the boundaries of the present 51 electoral 
divisions on the basis of the register of citizens maintained by the Commissioner of 
National Registration in preparation for the next general election. 


6. One of the terms of reference of the reconstituted Committee was to 
review and recommend such changes or adjustments to the boundaries of all the 
present 51 electoral divisions without eliminating any of the existing constituencies. 
The present 51 electoral divisions came into existence after the general election in 
1959. Since then, they have acquired significance as distinct and separate entities. 
They have established themselves with the formation of Citizens Consultative 
Committees. During the three years of their existence, the Citizens Consultative 
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Committees have performed invaluable service in transmitting information and 
making recommendations on the needs of the people to the Government and 
keeping the people informed of Government action and policy in these matters, 
and generally in promoting good citizenship among the people of Singapore. The 
members of these Committees have established close relationship with the people 
in their constituencies. Elimination of any of these constituencies would certainly 
disrupt this relationship and undo all the good work that has already been done. 


7. No restriction was placed on the Committee as to the number of electoral 
divisions to be created. In the past few years, due to major housing developments 
and urban renewal, there have been large population shifts with the result that the 
population ratios in the 51 constituencies have become quite disproportionate. 
Some of the constituencies have grown abnormally large. To ensure that there is 
more equal representation throughout all constituencies in the Republic, it is clearly 
desirable that these abnormally large constituencies should be sub-divided. 


8. The reconstituted Electoral Boundaries Delineation Committee in its report 
has listed the following electoral divisions as abnormally large and has recommended 
that they be sub-divided: 


Aljunied, Bukit Merah, Delta, Geylang Serai, Kallang, Mountbatten, 
Queenstown, Kampong Kembangan, Siglap and Tampines. 


The result is the creation of eight new electoral divisions namely, Potong Pasir, 


MacPherson, Bukit Ho Swee, Kampong Ubi, Whampoa, Katong, Alexan- 
dra and Kampong Chai Chee; 


There are consequential adjustments to the electoral divisions of Joo Chiat, 
Jalan Besar and Pasir Panjang while 38 electoral divisions remain un- 
touched. 


9. The Government proposes to accept all the recommendations of the 
Committee with regard to the sub-division of the ten large constituencies and the 
creation of eight new constituencies with consequential adjustments to three 
constituencies. It also proposes, in view of the very cogent reasons put forward 
in the report, to eliminate the electoral division of Southern Islands and to merge 
this electoral division with the electoral divisions of Jurong, Pasir Panjang and 
Telok Blangah in the manner described in paragraph 20 of the Committee’s Report. 


10. The Government has noted that not only have the population ratios in the 
51 constituencies become disproportionate due to population shifts but that deve- 
lopment has not been even among all the constituencies in the Republic. There is a 
tendency for some of the depressed areas to remain depressed and for some of the 
constituencies to remain isolated constituencies. The Government felt that these 
depressed areas would have a better chance of achieving a quicker rate of develop- 
ment if they were merged with more developed areas. Developed areas in a 
constituency would not compete with depressed areas in the same constituency for 
development funds and the depressed areas would therefore derive a bigger benefit 
per head of population if they formed part of a constituency than if they constituted 
the whole constituency.

Sir, 


We, the members of the reconstituted Electoral Boundaries Delineation 
Committee were directed in May 1967 to review the boundaries of the present 
51 electoral divisions and, without eliminating any of the existing constituencies, 
to recommend such changes or adjustments thereto as might be necessary for the 
purpose of ensuring more equal representation throughout all constituencies in the 
Republic in accordance with the register of citizens kept by the Commissioner of 
National Registration. 


2. We noted that our terms of reference differed from those of the previous 
Committee under the chairmanship of Mr. S. T. Stewart. The previous Committee’s 
terms of reference required it not to increase or decrease the existing 51 electoral 
divisions whereas our terms of reference did not place any restriction on the 
number of electoral divisions to be created. Moreover, the previous Committee had 
proceeded on the basis of the 1964 electoral registers whereas we had the benefit 
of more up-to-date figures as contained in the register of citizens kept by the 
Commissioner of National Registration. 


3. We noted that the reasons for retaining all the original 51 electoral 
divisions were that these electoral divisions have acquired significance as distinct 
and separate entities and have established themselves with the formation of Citizens 
Consultative Committees. Changes or adjustments would only be necessary to those 
electoral divisions which have become abnormally large. This might result in the 
subdivision of the larger electoral divisions and the creation of more electoral 
divisions, but this could be justified on the ground that ever since the abolition of 
local government, M.Ps had more work to do and the subdivision of large consti- 
tuencies would not only lighten the heavy burden now thrown on the M.Ps of 
these constituencies but would also ensure more equal representation throughout 
all constituencies in Singapore. 


4. The first task of the Committee was to determine which constituencies 
could be considered as abnormally large. In this regard, the Committee decided 
to follow the procedure adopted by the previous Committee under the chairmanship 
of Mr. S. T. Stewart, namely to take the average number of electors for each 
electoral division and to provide minimum and maximum of the range of electors 
having regard to this average figure within which no adjustment of the number of 
electors in electoral divisions should be made. Based on the forecast of electors 
in the 51 electoral divisions for 1968, the average number of electors was 16,000 
and the previous Committee decided on a 20 per cent deviation from the average 
of 16,000 electors which worked out roughly to 12,800 minimum and 19,200 
maximum. 


5. We now have the benefit of more up-to-date figures of electors from the 
register of citizens kept by the Commissioner of National Registration. The total 
number of electors in this register as at Ist March, 1967 was 750,830. The average 
number of electors for each electoral division would therefore be approximately 
14,722. Based on a 20 per cent deviation from the average of 14,722 electors, the 
minimum and maximum of the range of electors would be 11,778 and 17,666 
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respectively. Electoral divisions with an electorate below the 11,778 minimum 
would be considered too small and those with an electorate above the 17,666 
maximum would be considered too big. We noted, however, that the electoral 
divisions having less than 11,778 electors are within the central area, and are 
adjacent to one another. Any adjustment to these electoral divisions with a view 
to enlarging the electorate so as to bring them within the range is likely to lead to 
the elimination of some of them. We therefore decided not to make any alterations 
to the boundaries of electoral divisions which have less than 11,778 electors. The 
maximum of the range of electors being 17,666, we considered that the reasonable 
working basis would be to carry out adjustments to electoral divisions having more 
than 18,000 electors.

It will also be seen that 38 electoral divisions have been untouched. 


10. In subdividing the ten large electoral divisions, we decided as far as 
possible not to alter the present polling district boundaries of electoral divisions 
when making adjustments or changes. Where adjustments were necessary, they 
were made by transferring polling districts from one electoral division to another 
electoral division as much as possible (the only exceptions to this method were in 
connection with Aljunied and Queenstown Electoral Divisions). Our reasons for 
adopting this procedure were that the present electoral division and polling district 
boundaries have been in existence for a number of years and were already familiar 
to the electorate — to candidates and voters alike. This procedure was very conve- 
nient from both the public and administrative points of view. The electors would 
be able to see more easily how these changes of boundaries affect them. Voters 
will remain as far as possible within the same polling districts except that they 
come under another adjacent division, and they will, as far as possible, also vote 
in the same polling stations to which they have been accustomed. 


11. We now proceed to give in the following paragraphs brief descriptions 
of the adjustments we have made to the boundaries of the ten large constituencies; 
Aljunied electoral division with a total electorate of 38,421 comprises three polling 
districts. Polling District I (5,562) and Polling District II (6,117) can conveniently 
be combined to form a new electoral division. This we have done and the new 
electoral division is given the name of Potong Pasir (11,679). Polling District III 
however has an electorate of 26,742 and is therefore too large to form an electoral] 
division by itself. We have decided to subdivide it to form two electoral divisions, 
one retaining the original name of Aljunied with an electorate of 12,613 and the 
other given the new name of MacPherson. 


12. Bukit Merah electoral division with an electorate of 19,499 comprises 
3 polling districts. Polling District I (6,238) and Polling District III (10,934) are 
grouped to reconstitute the original electoral division of Bukit Merah. Polling 
District II (2,327) is transferred to the adjoining electoral division of Delta. 


13. Delta electoral division with an electorate of 26,140 comprises two polling 
districts. Polling District I (17,822) is big enough to form an electoral division by 
itself. As it is located on the old Bukit Ho Swee fire site, we think it appropriate 
to give it the name of Bukit Ho Swee electoral division. Polling District If has an 
electorate of only 8,318 and is therefore too small to form an electoral division 
by itself. We have decided to add to it part of Polling District If from Queenstown 
and Polling District II from Bukit Merah, two large constituencies needing adjust- 
ments themselves. We have also decided to retain the original name of Delta for 
this division. |

14. Geylang Serai electoral division with an electorate of 20,147 comprises 
four polling districts. It is convenient here to split the division in two with Polling 
Districts I and II forming one group with an electorate of 10,496 and Polling 
Districts [II and IV forming the other group with an electorate of 9,651. However, 
as the numbers of electors in the two groups are too small, we have decided in the 
case of the first group to add Mountbatten IV to form with Geylang Polling 
Districts I and II the electoral division retaining its original name of Geylang Serai 
(12,582). In the case of the other group, Geylang Serai Polling Districts III and 
IV are combined with Joo Chiat II to form the electoral division of Kampong Ubi 
(13,303). 
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15. Kallang electoral division with an electorate of 23,838 comprises four 
polling districts. We have decided to group Polling Districts H, III and IV to form 
an electoral division retaining the original name of Kallang. The electorate in the 
three polling districts total only 9,651. We have decided to add 407 voters from 
Jalan Besar IV to increase the total of this division to 10,058. This number will be 
further increased as a result of the housing development that is now going on in 
that polling district. Kallang Polling District I with an electorate of 14,187 will 
conveniently form a new electoral division to be called Whampoa after the name . 
of the river which forms part of its boundaries. 


16. Mountbatten electoral division with an electorate of 28,604 comprises 
four polling districts. Mountbatten Polling District I with an electorate of 12,886 
forms an electoral division retaining its original name of Mountbatten. Polling 
Districts II and III combine to form a new electoral division to be called Katong 
with an electorate of 13,632. Polling District IV (2,086) is transferred to the 
adjoining electoral division of Geylang Serai. 


17. Queenstown which is the largest of all the 51 electoral divisions with an 
electorate of 40,002, comprises two polling districts namely Polling District I with 
an electorate of 15,918 and Polling District II with an electorate of 24,084. We 
have decided to retain the original name of Queenstown for Queenstown Polling 
District If with a reduced electorate of 16,841 after the transfer of the voters in 
two areas to adjoining electoral divisions namely Delta and Alexandra. We have 
decided to create a new electoral division out of Queenstown Polling District I and 
call it Alexandra. Queenstown Polling District I has an electorate of 15,918. With 
the. addition of 2,016 from Queenstown Polling District Il, the number of electors 
would increase to 17,934 which would be too large. We have decided to transfer 
2,842 voters in the area bounded by the Malayan Railway Line and Queensway in 
Queenstown Polling District I to the adjoining electoral division of Pasir Panjang. 
The new electoral division of Alexandra will have an electorate of 15,092 and 
Pasir Panjang which is a small constituency with only 7,262 will now gain 2,842 
voters bringing the total to 10,104. 


18. Kampong Kembangan, Siglap and Tampines electoral divisions adjoin 
each other. We have decided to divide these three electoral divisions into four 
electoral divisions. The new electoral division will be named Kampong Chai Chee 
after the name of a village in that area. The original electoral divisions of Kampong 
Kembangan, Siglap and Tampines will have their electorates reduced to 15,499, 
11,452 and 12,618 respectively, while the newly created electoral division of Kampong 
Chai Chee will have an electorate of 17,342. 
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19. The names chosen for the new electoral divisions are local names which 
are well-known and in common use by residents in the respective localities. In the 
case of MacPherson and Alexandra, there are no appropriate local names. 
MacPherson is derived from the name of a housing estate of that name which 
constitutes the entire polling district III of Aljunied while Alexandra electoral 
division is named after the road which forms a boundary of this new electoral 
division. Since these are well established names.and in common use by residents. 
in these areas, we have decided to give these names to the two new electoral 
divisions. 


20. We noted the very small number of electors in the electoral division of 
Southern Islands. Of all the 51 electoral divisions, Southern Islands has the lowest 
electorate, namely 4,273 electors which is less than half of the minimum range of 
11,778 and is considerably below the number of electors in the second lowest 
electoral division namely Pasir Panjang which has an electorate of 7,262. We felt 
that, in view of its continued lowest electorate over the years and the disappearance 
of the former Local Government basis in support of the decision to treat the 
Southern Islands as a separate electoral division (the intention was to establish 
the Southern Islands Local Council), there was justification for the elimination of 
Southern Islands as a separate electoral division. In fact, it would have been a 
logical recommendation to merge Southern Islands with the adjoining electoral 
divisions in the following manner had it not been for our terms of reference which 
precluded us from eliminating any of the existing constituencies: —

In this connection, it is relevant to point out that the two islands of Pulau Tekong 
and Pulau Ubin, which are considerably larger than any of the Southern Islands, 
form part of the mainland constituency of Changi (15,431). Pulau Tekong (Changi 
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Polling District II) has an electorate of 1,756 and Pulau Ubin (Changi Polling 
District III) an electorate of 804. They have achieved a quicker rate of development 
and have benefitted generally from their association with the mainland constituency 
of Changi. 


21. A set of maps showing the revised electoral divisions with total number of 
electors for each electoral division as at 1st March, 1967 is attached as Appendices 
A—AIV.
